The clip is an 
extract from the Christchurch Mosque Attack Livestream (OFLC Ref: 1900148). This video captures 
some of the strongest elements of extreme violence and cruelty from that objectionable publication. 
Accordingly, this video is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the infliction of 
extreme violence and cruelty, as well as promoting criminal acts or acts of terrorism. The right to 
freedom of expression has been considered. An objectionable classification is demonstrably justified 
limitation on this right due to the high likelihood of injury to the public good from the video’s 


availability.
